The increased expenditure of Rs. 1,88,494 over that of last year is 
due partly to the grant of compensation for dearness of provisions, which 
amounted to over one lakh of rupees, and partly to the entertainment of 
additional police in connection with the railwa extensions, plague and famine, 
and also to certain other increased establishments sanctioned during the 
year for which no provision had been made in the estimate. Last year there 
was an increase under the eighth head chiefly due to expenses incurred in 
connexion with the Military Police at Gnatong. This year there is a corre- 
sponding decrease under the same head owing to the force at Gnatong having 
been withdrawn and disbanded. 

4. Reduction of investigating centres and recruitment of nvestigating officers,— 
Two outposts in Muzaffarpur recommended by the Police Redistribution Com- 
mittee for abolition are still retained, the question of their abolition haying been 
deferred for the present. Being on the Nipal frontier, their permanent retention 
is probably necessary. Nearly all the centres recommended for abolition by the 
Redistribution Committee were abolished in the preceding year. At the 
examinations held in July and December 1896 for Sub-Inspectorships over 100 
candidates were selected. ‘The total number of Sub-Inspectors appointed upon the 
results of open competitive examination, including those selected in the year under 
report, already exceeds 500, that is, nearly one-third of the total investi- 
gating officers. These men are of higher social position, and have the advantage 
of knowing English and of being generally better educated than their p 
of the old school, but, coming into the force with no mare of its workin 
details and without having to work their way up through the lower grades 
constable and head-constable, they are at first necessarily raw and inexperienced, 
The claims of meritorious head-constables who en’ the service before the 
new rules came into force are duly considered, and selections are periodically 
made from them for promotion to the rank of Sub-Inspector, those who know 
English being permitted to attend one term of the Training School, 

5. Police Fraining School.—During the year the curriculum of studies was 
revised and new rules were issued. ‘I'he chool continued to do most nseful 
work, The students are instructed in law, criminal and police procedure, 
surveying, drill, anthropometry and finger-print decipherment. iste 
Superintendents are also kept there until they pass the lower departmen 











et ool durin year, and wassatisfied with the system of manage-

8. "Working of the Towm Police-—Furthor effect was given during the 


year to the plan of substituting chaukidars for regular police in towns, by 
the appointment of chaukidars for town duty in certain municipalities of the 
districts of Burdwan, Rangpur and Backergunge. The change should be intro- 
duced where it is stated to be feasible in the 24-Parganas, Nadia, Champaran, 
Malda and Balasore. 

Mr. Henry again brings to notice the general complaint that the rate of pay 
offered to town chaukidars is insufficient to induce local men of respectability 
to ped aif the appointments. Of these chaukidars he writes: —“ Being utilised 
as whole-time officials, it is only reasonable that they should receive the 
remuneration of whole-time servants. ‘This subject.is one which has been under 
consideration for a long time, and practical experience has convinced all those 
connected with the administration of the Town Police system that suitable 
watchmen cannot be obtained at less than the rates which prevail for the 
remuneration of unskilled labour.” The Lieutenant.Governor, when discussing 
the subject last year, thought that an increase in the rate of pay now drawn 
by the bulk of these men was advisable where the wages of Rocer are higher, 
subject to the general condition that the pay of town chaukidars should not be the 
same as that of constables, A proposal recently received from the Inspector- 
General for increasing the pay of town chaukidars in seventeen districts has 
accordingly been sanctioned, and a better class of men will thus be obtained, from 
whom whole time service can be taken. The Bengal Town Police system, which 
requires constant patrolling, has been introduced in many towns in place of the 
old system of watch and ward, under which the constables or chaukidars are 
kept stationary at beats. It is an unquestionable improvement, but demands for 
its successful working the proper lighting of the streets or the supply of bull’s-eye 
lanterns to the police. In many towns, however, street lighting does not exist or 
is most defective. The necessity for improvementin this respect has already been 

on municipalities, and the Lieutenant-Governor suet that the matter 
should be kept constantly in view. If the municipal funds do not permit of more 
effective lighting being provided, the Commissioners should, at least, meet the 
cost of supplying the police with bull’s-eye lanterns and oil His Honour trusts 
that ‘l-advised economy in this respect will no longer be allowed to interfere 
with the efficiency of the patrol system. 
“7. Rural Police.—The number of chaukidars under Act VI of 1870 and 
Regulation XX of 1817 and of chaukidars holding service lands (chakran) in

ears, The Inspector-General has noticed this ‘important subject at 
ength, The organization of the village police on a sound and 

basis lies at the root of improvement of the police administration m reference to 
crime. The system of remunerating chaukidars by service lands has by long 

experience been found to yield bad results, and it is also impossible to secure a 
suitable class of men where Regulation XX of 1817 remains in foree and the 
chaukidars are dependent on the zamindars for’ their pay. Act VI (B.C. 
of 1870 affords unquestionably the best means of improving the status an 
efficiency of the rural police, and its introduction in places which are 
still under the other systems should be pushed on as rapidly as may be 

ieable. The Act ensures the remuneration of the chaukidars at better 
rates and with greater regularity, and places them ‘under more effective 
control, Since its amendment in 1892 it has been possible to e e the areas 
entrusted to the panchayats or villa committees, so as to admit of the appoint- 
mont of sardar chaukidars or dafadars for the supervision of the chaukidars and 
to act as intermediaries between them and the police, without appreciably 
increasing the incidence of ‘assessment on the villagers. ‘These officers are a 

* valuable addition to the rural police, and their gradual introduction has the 
approval of Government. . 

The progress made in the Burdwan Division in the operations for the 
resumption of chaukidari service Jands and the general introduction of Act VI 
(B,C.) of 1870 has not been satisfactory, and it is clear that the work is not 
receiving the attention which its importance demands, The number of 
chaukidars is far in excess of requirements, and the resumption of the service 
lands would render it possible to employ an adequate =, of men on pay 
which would go far to remove temptation to dishonesty. Under the present 
system the village watch is underpaid, the consequence being that many 
of its members are either active criminals or accomplices of criminals, 
The attention of the Commissioner of Burdwan will again be drawn to the 
subject. In the Dacca Division the reform most needed is the general intro- 
duction and utilisation of dafadar chaukidars, In the Backergunge district 
172 dafadars were appointed, who are beginning to render valuable service. 
In the Patna Division, Mr. Savage in Gaya and Colonel Ramsay in Muza- 
ffarpur have given special attention to the introduction of the dafadar 
system, Mr. Savage's work in reforming the chaukidari organization in 
Gaya*deserves special mention. By the introduction of Act VI (B.C.) of 
1870, and a careful adjustment under it of the areas placed under the 
pancliayats and of the number of men allotted to each area, he has been able, 
while appointing nearly 400 supervising chaukidars, to effect a considerable 
reduction in the total cost of the village watch, by dispensing with 2,517 Regula- 
tion XX and chakran chaukidars, and reducing the total number of men 
employed from 6,495 to 4,432. The Lieutenant-Governor has learnt with 
pleasure that the Raja of Deo has set an excellent example to the gentlemen of 
position in the district by joining the panchayat of the area within which he 
resides. ‘The question of the reorganization of the chaukidari system in Orissa 
which had been under discussion for very many years, has been final disposed 
of. The old and inefficient system of remuneration .by service Fee and 
voluntary contributions will be replaced generally by the system of panchayats 
and fixed pay under Act V1 (B.C.) of 1870, the services of the large body of 
useless rural police known as paiks and khandaits will be formally relinquished, 
their service lands will be resumed and settled with them at favourable rates, 
and the proceeds will be utilised, under sanction received from the Government 
of India, ¢or the employment of the requisite number of head chaukidars, 

8. Rewards.—he figures show that a sum of Rs. 21,035 was spent in 
rewards from the Chaukidari Reward Fund against Rs. 13,971 in 1595, and the 
balance at the close of the year to the credit of the fund was Rs, 71,868, as 
compared with Rs. 58,343 at the end of 1895. The closing balance is large in 
many districts, and the Inspector-General concludes that rewards are not iven 
freely enough by District Magistrates and District Superintendents of Police in 
deserving cases. Mr. Henry states that the explanation offered by local

which is to receive recognition inthe shape of a small reward. A District 
Superintendent who interests himself in the supervision of the immense body 
of chaukidars under his control must have many opportunities for granting 
rewards, whether large or small, for meritorious work. As in the previous year, 
the largest amount of rewards from the fund was given in the Dacca Division, 
the district of Backergunge, where criminal administration has been specially 
vigorous during the year, alone accounting for an expenditure of Ks. 3,459, 
In the Patna Division the amount credited to the fund was Rs. 7,382, while 
the amount spent in rewards was ae? Rs. 3,806. A similar disparity between 
receipts and expenditure is noticeable in other Divisions, and His Honour 
trusts that it is not an indication that fines are being too frequently imposed 
upon chaukidars for petty offences while rewards are at the same time seldom 
ranted, It is noticeable that, though this year was one of extreme hardshi 
‘or chaukidars, the number fined departmentally was 29,964, as compared wit 
24,613 in 1895. The attention of all Commissioners, Magistrates and District 
Superintendents of Police is requested to the remarks and suggestions of the 
Tpapeenn, aa et on the subject of generally improving the status of the village 
watch. / 

9. Railway Police,—There was an increase of 4 Sub-Inspectors and 17 
constables and a decrease of 1 head-constable during the year, the total force 
being raised from 634 to 654, The increase of staff was required for new lines 
of Railway. 

10. Special Constables and Private Police—In 12 cases 448 men were 
appointed special constables under section 17 of Act V of 1861, as against 
2138 men appointed in 1895 in 10 cases. The increase is due to the large 
number of special constables, 349, appointed in two cases in Darbhanga 
to keep the peace’ during the Muharram, there having been a bad outbreak of 
lawlessness in the pronny year at that festival. In Shahabad, where there 
were five cases of appointment of special constables, four were connected 
with the Sone Canals. The special constables were appvinted along the 
canals for six weeks only to prevent the cutting of the embankments during 
the irrigation period, Police were supplied to private persons under section 
13, Act V of 1861, in 80 cases, a large number of them being appointed to 
form treasure guards for Railway Companies. 

11. Military Police-—Tue fourth company of Military Police, which was 
sanctioned in 1894 and was quartered at Gnatong in Sikkim, was disbanded 
during 1896. The other three companies at Dacca, bhagalpur and Dumka 
were maintvined at their full strength and are again reported to have attained 
a degree of efficiency creditable to their superior officers. New drill has been 
introduced, signalling classes have been started, and gymnasia have been fitted 
up for the use of the men. His Honour is pleased to learn that the conduct 
of all three oy, a was excellent throughout the year. The efficiency of this 
force is mainly due, as the Inspector-General observes, to the attention which 
has been constantly given to it by Mr. Pratt, the Deputy Inspector-General. 

12. District and ordinary Reserves.—Vhe District Police Reserve gave 
useful help in Rangpur and Saran in preventing serious breaches of the 

eace. These Reserves consist generally of about 25 well-trained men, who are 
Tat at head-quarters, in order to be available af a moment’s notice in case of 
organised disturbances occurring. His Honour agrees with tke Inspector- 
General that the men should be kept together and the full number always mein- 
tained. The ordinary Reserves of districts are maintained for the purpose of 
supplying escorts and filling up vacancies caused by leave or sickness, and are 
consequently often much reduced. 

13. Casualtes.—'The following figures show the casualties in the police 
force during the past three years :— :

14. Torture and extortion by the Police. —The number of charges of torture 
brought against the Police was 17, as compared with 15 in 1895. Of these only. 
two were finally prosecuted to conviction, mine cases were declared false, two 
were dismissed, and in two there were acquittals. In one casé in the district of 
Backergunge, in which Counsel was retained by the Government to prosecute 
before the Magistrate and the Sessions Judge, a pea, nde was sentenced to 
7 and a constable to 19 years’ rigorous imprisonment for causing the death of 
a man by tortare, but the conviction was set aside by the High Court. 

There wore 99 extortion cases reported, against 53 in 1895 and 127 in 1894. 
Only 16 cases ended in conviction, while 32 wore declared false. Mymensingh, 
as in past years, shows an inordinate number of cases, the district bemg 
responsible for 87 cases in 1896 and 24 in 1895. Convictions ensued in three 
cases only, the accused being constables. Nineteen of the cases were dismissed 
as false or mistakes of fat or law. One, which was compromised, was returned 
as true, and 11 were undecided at the close of the yeur. In addition to these 
a number of other petty charges were made against the Police. The Inspector- 
General again draws attention to the systematised persecution of the Police 
which atidently prevails in this district. It should the care of the Magis- 
trate, while avoiding any possible encouragement of the police in wrong-doing, 
to prot et them from false and frivolous charges in the honest execution of their 
duty, and the most effective means appears to be the institution of prosecutions 
against false complainants, Although the number of complaints of torture and 
extortion against the police is still large, the Lieutenant-Governor agrees in the 
view that there is a steady improvement in the general conduct of the force. 
Complaints from the public are in no way discouraged and are always fully 
enquired into, whether by the District Superintendents or the Magistrates, but 
the number of eases in which the police are shown to have acted badly is com- 
paratively small. 

15. Punishments —The following table shows the punishments inflicted on 
members of the force during the past ten years :—

In departmental punishments it is noticeable that the number of 
punishments and the poser? of officers and men punished, 25°5 and 11:1, 
respectively, are the lowest on record. Mr. Henry remarks :—‘‘ No punishments 
are inflicted until proceedings have been drawn up and explanations recorded, 
and every order is fully weighed before being carried into effect. When the 
order directs reduction’ in grade or rank, its meaning as a pecuniary penalty is 
explicitly set forth in the proceedings. . . . As the punishments now inflicted 
are much less severe in character and.less uncertain in incidence, it would 
appear that discipline can be maintained under less drastic sanctions than 
formerly.” Mr, Stevens has read these observations with much satisfaction. 
Far greater judgment and consideration are unquestionably now shown in the 
infliction of departmental punishments than in past years, and this cannot, but 
contribute to raise the self respect of the men and the general tone of the force. 
1G, Suicides and Accitental deaths.—Deuths by suicide were 3,154 in 
number, 1,921 being cases of women. Accidental deaths reported also increased 
from 28,996 in 1895 to 29,351 in 1896, deaths by drowning being 12,887. 
Thirty-eight deaths to be accidental were proved to be murders or 
culpable homicides. The number of alleged suicides afterwards found to be 
eaths due to violence is nct shown,

given. The figures show tliat there has been no deteriotation in the work 
of the police. Mr. Herity repeats the remark in the previous year’s report, that 
the complaint against the investigating police is changing form, the prin 
indictment against them no longer being that they are co » but that they 
lack the detective skill of their predectssors, aid are less capable of conttollin 
the criminal classes. It cunnot, however, be denied that corruption stil 
exists, the cause being mainly the small of the lower grades of officers, 
especially the writer-constables, on whom the duty of recording first inform- 
ations of erime devolves in the absence of the Station Officer. As regards the 
want of detective skill, Mr. Henry observes : 


“The allegation that there has been a decline in detective skill, and: that the 
police now control the criminal class-s less effectively than before, is an explicit charge, 
susceptible of proof or disproof. Opinions on such an issue obviously-are not entitled to 
special weight, for reliance must be placed upon actual working results. A comparative 
statement for the last fifteen years, showing under the principal heads of crime the success 
achieved by the police, has been prepared and is given with this Report, some of the informa- 
tion of which may be thus briefly summarised. As evidencing the hold maintained over the 
criminal classes, the following figures are suggestive. During the five years’ period ending 
1886, re-convictions were proved against 7,057 old offenders, and 5,767 suspects were prose- 
cuted for bad: livelihood, of whom 67 per cent. were convicted. For the following period 
ending 1891, the figures are 8,626 re-convictions proved and prosecutions instituted against 
10,509 bad characters, 64 per cent. of which were successful. During the five years 
ending 1896, previous convictions were proved against 11,124 old offenders, and prosecutions 
instituted against 14,451 bad characters, of which 75 per cent. proved successful. Both in 
respect of the increase and of the effectiveness of preventive action, it appears that police 
work of late compares favourably with work during any préceding period of the last dliteen 
years.” 

The Lieutenant-Governor agrees generally in the views expressed by the 
Inspector-General, 

18. Inspections.—The Inspector-General spent 130 days and the Deput 
Inspectors-General 168 and 203 days, respectively, on tour, and the oad 
quarters of every district was inspected. ‘The information desired by the 
Government as to the number of serious crimes in which local investigation 
was made by the District Su erintendent in person has not been furnished. 
It should not be omitted from future reports, It is important that the District 
Superintendents should assist their subordinates in the investigation of serious 
cases, and take a personal interést in the work of detection. It is difficult 
to appraise the work of inspection done by District Superintendents from 
the oie chronicle of the he spent by them on tour. The District Super- 
intendents of Bhagalpur, Rajshahi and Lohardaga are the only officers 
shown as having spent no time at all on miscellaneous duties in the interior of 
their districts. 

19. Crime.—The following table shows the incidence of cognizable crime 
investigated (excluding nuisance cases), according to Divisions: — 
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he total number of 
enquiry was refused under section 157 of the Cri

vane and 93,747 in 1894. ‘The proportion of police to cases of cognisable srime; 
as shown in the above statement, is again lowest in the Dacca Division, where 
there were 16,936 cases and only 2,435 police officers. The police are reported 
to have been worked under greater pressure nearly everywhere, and the increase 
in work discounted the relief afforded to Backergunge and Mymensingh by an 
addition which was made to their police staff. x

Class VI includes mainly public and local nuisances and cases under local laws. 

The figures for 1896 compare favourably with those of the receding years, 
A comparison of these figures with those of the North-Western Provinces again 
indicates that the percentage of cases investigated by the Police in those 
Provinces is much smaller than in Bengal, while the percentage of success in 
both cases and persons is usually higher. The Inspector-General furnishes 
figures, in @ statement age tga the strength of the police force to cognizable 
crime and population in the principal Provirces, which sa his conclusion 
that Benge is, in a marked degree, more under-policed than t 
of India.

In cogni¥able crime it is attributed ererpetee to the pressure upon the poorer 
‘classes, resulting from the high prices of food-grains. For the marked increase 
in non-cognizable crime, which represents voluntary litigation, no explanation 
has been offered by the local cfficers. It might have been anticipated, as 
Mr. Henry remarks, that in a year of general distress less money would 
have been spent in seeking redress for petty wrongs. -

The increase in cases reported during the past year explains the rise in the 
number of cases declared Paleo. Mr. Henry rightly remarks that our rules 
impose an unfair task upon the Magistrate dealing with Police reports, for he is 
required on the information before him to decide that a caso is true or 18 falee, 
al aah nay of them are necessarily doubtful, The only remedy, however, 


would be to order an enquiry by the Magistrates into doubtful cases, and this

would involve an increase of work for which no corresponding advan would be 
obtained. The number of cases excluded from the returns as false is exceed- 
ingly high in Mymensingh (1,625), and high in Backergunge (524), and Nadia 
(525). It is not clear why the figures should be so much higher’ in ‘these 
districts than elsewhere, and the attention of the Commissioners and Magistrates 
will be drawn to the matter. 

The increase in the number of false cases in which successful prosecutions 
were instituted and convictions obtained is satisfactory, the figures being 221 
and 195 respectively. The Lieutenant-Governor agrees with Mr. Henry that, 
even when these prosecutions fail in Court, they do some good, as they serve 
to emphasize the fact that the making of a false charge involves the risk of a 
prosecution. 

In successful prosecutions Jessore has again shown good results, while 
Hooghly, Khulna, Rangpur, Murshidabad, Puri and Balasore have all done 
badly. In Mymensingh out of 471 false cases there were only 27 prosecutions, 
and only throe of these cases resulted in conviction. These figures are most 
unsatisfactory. 

24, Abstention from enquiry by the Police in burglary and theft cases.—The 
tendency of the Police to abuse the powers given to them under section 1057, 
Criminal Procedure Code, has been further checked in the past year, and the 
orders contained in last year’s Resolution on this subject appear to have received 
attention. ‘The number of enquiries refused in house-breaking cases, however, 
still seems high, the statistics showing that 37,272 cases were reported, and 19°d 
were not enquired into. The number of theft cases reported was 33,227, and 
the percentage not enquired into was 13°9 as compared with 30,185 and 15:1 in 
1895. The following remarks made in last year’s Resolution are reproduced 
for the guidance of Magistrates and District Superintendents. 

«Mr, Henry himself is of opinion that too much advantage has been taken 
of the power of refusal in burglary cases, where the offender may ordinarily 
be presumed to have had some previous experience in crime, or to have the 
boldness which is likely to harden him into a professional criminal, The 
Lieutenant-Governor agrees With him that enquiry 1s advisable in many of these 
cases even when the chance of success appears very remote, The contention of 
many experienced officers which he quotes is sound, namely, that, whether the 
enquiry proves successful or not, the visit of the Police to the spot makes the 
bad chaier realise that the authorities are on the alert, and that they 
might suffer on a recurrence of crime. It is incumbent on the District Superin- 
tendents, therefore, to see that their subordinates do not make it a practice to 
refuse enquiry in all cases in which success seems hopeless. Especially is it 
desirable that enquiry should take place when the recurrence of attempts at 
burglary or reported thefts shows that bad characters are active in any parti- 
cular locality.” 

25. Results of trials—The following table shows the number of persons 
convicted and acquitted and the percentage of convictions and acquittals in 
Police cases for the whole province during the past seven years :— 








The highest proportion of convictions is again shown by Howrah, the 
figure 94:9 being practically the same as last year (94:5). The only other 
districts showing more than 80 per cent. of convictions are Darjeeling (89°2), 
Gaya (824) and Singhbhum (80°4). Noakhali (52'9) and Terie (686 
again stand last, as in 1895. The attention of District Magistrates is ated 
to the remarks made in the last Resolution, that it is their duty, while abstaining 
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“from “ny interference with the judicial independence of the staff in individual 
cases, to exercise a close supervision over, and control and direct the work of 
‘their subordinate Magistrates of all grades, pointing out mistakes in procedure, 
“flaws in judicial enquiries, and inefficiency in dealing with crime of every 
description. 

‘the results of trials before the Sessions Courts during the year show 
that 694 per cent. of cases tried ended in conviction, and that 58°2 per cent. 
of persons tried were convicted, as compared with 66°3 and 55:6 per cent. 
respectively in 1895. These figures show a slight improvement end are so far 
satisfactory. The results are good in Patna, Bhagalpur and Darbhanga, but 
bad in Pabna, Tippera, Shahabad, Monghyr, Burdwan and Mymensigh. In 
Backergunge the percentage of 70°5 is satisfactory, 

26. ‘The total value of property stolen during the year is returned at 
Rs. 17,20,005, as compared with Rs. 14,58,618 in 1895; and the percentage 
recovered was 17:2, the same as inthe previous year, This percentage is 
still very low. The statistics, hewever, are not reliable, as correct information 
is often not furnished by the Police or by the complainants themselves. 

27. The subjoined table shows class by class the number of true cognizable 
cases reported during 1896 and each of the preceding seven years :—

There has been an increase in all classes except class IV, which includes 
only a few minor offences against the person. 

28. Cuass 1.—Ofences against the State and public tranquillity.—Offences 
under this class show a net increase of 135, ‘There was a slight decrease of 
16 in the number of occurrences relating to coins, stamps, &c., the total number 
being 116, Excluding the cases of passing quicksilvered pice, the Police had 
to deal with 31 true coining cases, of which they sent up 30, with favourable 
results, convictions having been obtained in 11 cases balers the Magistrates 
and 9 cases before the Sessions Courts. False coining still prevails in the 
districts of the Dacca Division, but apparently not on an extensive scale. 
Enquiries made regarding a considerable number of spurious coins found in 
Orissa treasuries proved that they had been imported by professional coiners 
from Bijapur in the Bombay Presidency. Several of these men were success- 
fully prosecuted. 

Under rioting the number of true cases rose from 2,229 in 1895 to 
2,363. The en of these cases were not serious, but, as observed by 
the Inspector-General, it is discreditable that rioting should have been more 
prevalent in 1896 than it was ten years ago, and that our returns should 
show three times as many cases as those of the North-Western Provinces. The 
difficulty of securing the conviction of principals for whose benefit riots are 
committed, the rulings of the Courts requiring strict proof of a common 
object actuating the rioters and separate trials when two batches of con- 
tending rioters are prosecuted, and the improper admission of the plea of self- 
defence are mentioned as obstacles in the way of effectively dealing with 
this crime. Disputes regarding land are a very frequent cause of riots in 
many districts. The large floating eter ts of operatives employed in the 
Jute and Cotton Mills in Howrah, Hooghly and the 24-Parganas, who have 
shown themselves easily excited and ready to flocs out of control under evil 
advice, is a source of trouble and danger. The question of revising the police 
establishment in the neighbourhood of Calcutta has accordingly been taken up, 
and is under the consideration of a Committee. The Dacca Division again 
shows very high figures under this head, the number of true cases (583) being 
37 more than last year. ‘The following districts in Eastern Bengal, 1 gro 

rian disputes resulting in violence have long been most prevalent, ha Fs ¥

The number of cases in Backergunge shows @ ct per 
decrease from 156 to 123, On the other hand, there has been a re 
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of this crime in Mymensingh, where the number of true cases has risen from 
95 to 186. The binding down in 1895 of 4,196 persons concerned in agrarian 
disputes in that district had, as is usually the case, only a temporary effect in 
the reduction of rioting. . 

29, Cuass 1l.—Serious offences against the person.—Under this class there 
has been an increase of 271 cases. Increases of 131, 83 and 64 respectively 
are shown under the heads ‘‘ Grievous hurt,” “ Hurt by dangerous Weapon” 
and “Criminal force to public servants.’ The number of persons sent for 
trial was 7,655, of whom 1,273 appeared before the Sessions. The percent- 
ages of convictions has improved, being 52°3 against 50°8 of last year. The 
humber of true cases of murder ross from 362 in 1894 and 389 in 1895 to 421 in 
1896. Altogether 238 cases were detected and brought to trialh In 86 cases 
the accused were discharged by Magistrates, while 176 cases were committed 
to the Sessions, 65 of which resulted in acquittals and 80 in convictions. 
Appeals were made to the High Court in 55 cases, and the‘orders were modified 
in 12 and set aside in 3 cases. The death sentence was a passed on 21 

rsons. The serious prevalence of homicidal crime, especially of murder 
y gunshot, in Backergunge, has been noticed in previous years. In Octo- 
ber 1895 four special Inspectors were added to the district staff, but it 
was found necessary last year to take further measures of a _ stringent 
character, and a copy of the orders issued by Sir Alexander Mackenzie 
was appended to the Resolution on the Inspector-General’s last annual 
report. ‘The chief of these measures was the withdrawal of all licenses for 
guns and ammunition, as the only effective means of suppressing the use of 
firo-arms for taking life. ‘The success so far attained by the action in the 
past two years has been sufficiently marked to justify the hope that the reign 
of terror under which the people of the district have been living for so many 
bara is coming to an end. ‘The enquiries of the special Inspectors 

ave led to the incarceration of a considerable number of dangerous 
characters who were suspected or known to be hired assassins, and to the con-- 
viction of several perpetrators of gunshot murders. ‘The good results of the work 
of these officers and of the disarmament of the district are evidenced by a reduc- 
tion of the number of murders from 76 in 1895 to 55 in the past year, The 
withdrawal of the gun licenses took effect in September 1896. uring the 
eight months up to April 1887 there were 23 murders, of which three 
were by gunshot, and seven attempts at murder, of which five were by gunshot, 
two of the latter being, however, doubtful. The figures for the corresponding 
periods of 1694-95 and 1895-96 show, for the former, 64 murders and 12 
attempts, of which 14 and 8 respectively were by gunshot, and, for the latter, 
45 murders and 15 attempts, of which 14 and 11 respectively were by gunshot. 
The excellent service done by Mr. Beatson-Bell, the District Magistrate, 
and Mr. Ryland, the District Superintendent, in carrying out the special 
measures has already been acknowledged by the Government. 

There were 13 true cases of professional drugging as against 21 in the pre- 
vious year. Out of eight sent up for trial, only three ended in conviction. One 
notorious poisoner was sentenced to transportation for life, The Inspector- 
General also mentions an important case Foecs Monghyr, in which a man 
poisoned seven persons to obtain Rs. 6,000 worth of property. ‘The accused was 
sentenced to eight years’ imprisonment under section 328, Indian Penal Code. 

30. Crass I1L.—Serious offences against property.— nder this class there 
was a decrease of 524 cases in 185; but a very considerable increase of 
5,194 cases, mostly under the heads “ Burglary” and “Mischief by killing,” &c., 
ovcurred in 1896. The increase in burglaries is 5,043. There were 331 true 
dacoities (including three cases under sections 399 and 400) against 255 in 
the previous year.” This crime is steadily increasing, the number of occur- 
rences in the past year being the highest on record. ‘I'he percentage of 
cases and persons convicted to cases and persons tried shows a falling 
off, the figures being 53°6 and 461, respectively, as against 65°6 and 52°3 
in 1895. The most serious cases took place in Burdwan, Manbhum and 
tho Sonthal Parganas, a peculiar feature being the use of dynamite cart- 
ridges by the dacoits in some cases, which has necessitated a modification 
of the rules regarding the possession of dynamite without a license, The 
districts from ;which most true dacoities were reported are Burdwan (24), 
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Midnapore (15), Birbhum (14), Mymensingh (15), and Gaya (19). Mr. Hen 
considers that the alarming increase in this serious eked ae fairl i 
attributed to the general scarcity, which only became pronounced towards the 
closeof the year. The improvement in communications, which facilitates the 
movements of bodies of criminals or of parties in search of labour containing 
criminals, and leniency in the punishment of convicted dacoits possibly account 

ly for the increase of this crime, as surmised by him; but it is evident that 
increased vigilance and exertion on the part of the police are greatly needed. 
A special force for dealing with the dacoitiesin Western Bengal has already 
been sanctioned, and sustained efforts must be made in all districts to detect 
and break up the gangs by which many of these offences are committed. The 
total number of robbery cases was 283, against 238 in 1895 and 225 in 1894. 
There has been a steady and unsatisfactory increase in this crime also during 
the past six years. 

Arson cases were most frequent in Chittagong (54) and Noakhali (26). In 
the former district the increase of arson is a very serious feature, as it is stated 
that a very large number of cases are never reported owing to fear of vengeance 
being taken upon the informants. Mr. Henry correctly points out the difficulty 
of dealing with this offence:— : 








“The standard of proof required by the Courts is one that it is almost impossible to 
work up to. Incendiaries select dark nights for their operations, and take special precautions 
to prevent their identity being made clear. The police consequently have to rely mainly 
upon circumstantial evidence, which is not deemed by the Courts sufficiently conclusive.” 


31. Crass I1V.—Minor offences against the person—There is a net decrease 
of 116 in this class of offences, chiefly shown in the Rajshahi, Dacca, Chitta- 
gong, Bhagalpur and Chota Nagpur Divisions. Many of these cases are 
compromised, and, as these are shown as acquittals under section 345 of the 
Criminal Procedure Code, the judicial results always appear worse than they 
are in reality. 

32. CLass V.—Minor offences against property.—An increase of 9,531 is 
shown under this head, chiefly under ‘‘ Ordinary Theft” (3,103) and “ Burglary” 
(5,043). The increase is generally attributed to the failure of the crops and 
the consequent impoverishment of the lower classes. About 83 per cent. 
of reported cases of theft were investigated, and of these about one-third 
were prosecuted to conviction. In 14,111 out cf 35,699 cases of house-breakin 
it was reported that no property had been stolen. The Ins paced 
rightly doubts the correctness of these statistics. As usual, by far the largest 
number of burglaries occurred in the Patna Division, which shows 9,673 cases as 
against 9,427 in 1895. This is mainly accounted for by the density of the 
population and the hb? of the lower orders, aswell as by the existence 
in the Division of notorious criminal classes, such as the Maghaya Domes, 
the Saran Domes and the Ahirs of Shahabad. The Inspector-General has 
furnished in two statements some interesting details regarding burglaries and 
thefts. It appears from the returns received, which are not, however, accepted 
as quite trustworthy, that, while property was stolen in 60 per cent. of the 
cases reported, the value was below Rs. 5 in 23 per cent. As to the methods 
adopted for entering the houses, it is shown that burglaries are most frequently 
committed by cutting through the walls, next by burrowing under the walls, 
and, lastly, by forcing a closed door. In 60 per cent, of the theft cases, the 
pro taken was below Rs. 5 in value, and in nearly one-third of the 
oecurrences vegetable products were the subject of theft. These particulars 
indicate that in a large proportion of cases the offenders were not professional 
thieves. 

88, Class VI.—AU other cases.—The total number of true cases was 45,231, 
as compared with 44,743 in 1895, The number of bad-livelihood cases was 
4,200, against 3,289 in 1895 and 2,806 in 1894; and the percentage of cases in 
which security for good behaviour was demanded was the highest on record. 
The institutions were very few in Burdwan (46), Hooghly (17), Khulna (54) 
Rajehahi (24), Dinajpur (34), Pabna (27) and Bogra (37); and the Inspector- 
General draws attention to the fact that crime has notoriously eS 
lent in these districts, where preventive measures ageinst the criminal ¢ on 
have been neglected, The Lieutenant-Governor observes that the prope

His Honour desires tl 
be the rule, wherever and whenever they are practicable. The results of 
the trials cannot fail to be more satisfactory, as better and more reliable 
evidence would be obtainable on the spot than at hondqearets needless 
harassment of witnesses, resulting from their attendance at distant places to 
give their evidence, would be obviated, and a good effect would be produced 
on the bad characters of the localities visited. 

The number of registered surveillés at the close of the year was 43,810 
against 42,080 in 1895. 

84. Railway Police.—The number of cognizable and non-cognizable 
cases reported during the year was 3,813, against 3,574 in the preceding year. 
Of 2,527 persons sent up for trial, 2,190 were convicted, the percentage bein 
86'6 against 87-7 in 1895. In cognizable cases 85°6 per cent. of persons trie 
were convicted, a result which reflects credit on the working of the Railwa 
Police. There were 626 accidents with 216 deaths, as compared with 388 with 
214 deaths in 1895. Eighteen cases of obstruction occurred in which railway 
material was used, and 14 cases in which stones were placed on the line. 
Convictions were obtained in 10 cases. No less than 7 cases occurred on the 
newly-opened Assam-Bengal Railway. 

35. Working of the Arms Act.—Under this Act 2,172 cases were decided 
and convictions were obtained in 2,089. The largest number of prosecutions 
occurred in the Presidency and Rajshahi Divisions, and there was a marked 
increase in Miduapore, Hooghly and the 24-Parganas. Licensees appear to haye 
availed themselves to a considerable extent in some districts of the facility 
accorded of renewing their licenses through the agency of the police and the 
Subdivisional Officers. ‘Ihe orders for the marking of guns must be strictly 
enforced in all districts, all guns which have not beea marked being called in 
for this purpose on the renewal of the licenses at the end of the year. While, 
again, licensees should not be treated. with undue severity for unintentional 
omission to apply for renewal of their licenses on expiry, punctuality in the 
filing of such applications must be insisted on, and where applications are not 
received the cause should be ascertained, The record of licenses and of guns 
in each district must be maintained with the fullest accuracy attainable. 

36. Non-cognizable crime.—The total non-cognizable crime under the 
several classes for the year 1896 is compared with that of the previous year in 
the following table :—

There has been a net increase of 3,754 cases, chiefly under Class IV (3,803 
and Class V (1,128), while a decrease of 736 cases appears under ‘Speci 
Laws.” The greatest increase is under “Criminal Force” (3,130). The percent- 
age of cases in which the police were employed is 4°8 against 4°2 in 1890. The 
worst results are shown in Midnapore, where 2,224 persons were acquitted to 
1,560 convicted. The Chota Nagpur and Orissa Divisions show improvement, 
but the results in the Patna Division are poor, The large number of acqui 
in non-cognizable cases is, no doubt, partly due to compromises made the 
parties have appeared in Court, and this possibly accounts for the large propor- 
tion of acquittals in Bihar, where compromises are frequent in petty cases of 
assault and criminal tiespass, Many of the acquittals are, however, attributable _ 










» EXCESS over convictions is very generally evidence of 
such neglect on the part of the Magistrate. It should be borne in mind by 
Magistrates that the issue of processes in petty cases without due consideration 
often causes harassment to innocent persons, which it is the duty of the Courts 
to avoid to the fullest extent possible, 

37. Remands.—The following table shows the percentage of remands in 


police cases sent up for trial during the past three years:— 
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The percentage of A forms disposed of at the first hearing is lower than 
in 1895 and 1894, The percentages of police cases remanded once, twice and 
thrice are all too high, and the percentage of cases remanded more than six 
times (3'2) is higher than in 1894 and 1895. From other returns the Inspec- 
tor-General finds that the average detention of accused prrtene in Magistrates’ 
Courts was 14 days—a period exceeding the average for the past four years. 
The larger number of cases dealt with during the year threw more work 
on the Courts, but the Lieutenant-Governor has no doubt that many Magistrates 

rocrastinate, and are far too ready to find excuses for postponing cases. 

he worst returns as regards police cases decided at the first two hearings are 
from Rangpur (38°2), Bogra (30°4), Pabna (424), manana (39°3), Faridpur 
(37:9), Monghyr (38°3) and Lohardaga (30:0). Of these districts, Rangpur, 
Monghyr, and Lohardaga were unfavourably mentioned last year. Lohardaga 
is the worst district in the whole Province in this matter, and the percentage 
there has fallen from 389°6 in 1895 to 30-0 in 1896, in spite of the attention 
drawn to it in last year’s Resolution, On the other hand, Backergunge and 
Shahabad, two other districts unfavourably mentioned in last year’s report, 
show very considerable pee a ‘The frequency of remands in police 
cases reflects on District Magistrates, who are expected to make periodical 
inspections of the registers of the subordinate Magistrates and pass orders to 
prevent the undue postponement of cases. 

38. Reconviction of old offenders—Vhe production of proof of previous 
convictions against old offenders under trial is an important duty of the police, 
and the report shows that it is being discharged with greater efliciency. Both 
the jail and the departmental returns give for the past year a higher percentage 
of previous convictions proved on the total number of persons convicted than 
in any previous year. This result has been contributed to by the anthropo- 
metrical system of identification, which will now be gradually replaced by the 
system of finger impressions. 

39. Anthropometry.—During 1896 the Central Office was able to identify 
and furnish the criminal history of 334 ex-convicts whom the local police 
had failed to identify, 27 of the cases being from Assam, 1 from Burma, 
1 from the North-Western Provinces and 69 from the Calcutta Police. In 
Bengal districts, of 2,101 persons who were unidentified on arrest, the local 

lice, after sustained enquiry, recognised 1,270, Of the remaining pt Oe 

Bon Office identified 252, or 28 per cent. If impossible cases are “ u “| 
the percentage identified was 42°3.

“The considerable advantages which identification by fi impressions would ‘possess 
over seg reno in respect of saving time and sent A teenie certainty in recognition. 
owing to the elimination of the error due to the “personal equation,” and of its being 
better suited for general use in a country where so large a proportion of the constabulary 
are illiterate, having been recognized, a commencement was made more than two years 
ago in working out a scheme of classification by which duplicates of the impressions of 
the ten digits could be rapidly and unerringly traced, The many difficulties met with 
have been overcome, and a Committee consisting of Major-Genoral Strachan, r.x., Surveyor- 
General, and Mr. Pedler, r¥.x.s., have reported to the Government of India that’ the 
system of classification adopted answers all* possible tests. They are able to add, having 
seen identification by anthropometry and iy finger impressions working side by side, that 
the new system requires least training and education on the part of operators, is the cheapest, 
most rapidly worked and most effective that has yet been devised, and must in timo 
supersede all others,” 

The system of classification which has been so gratespreng ye waar on by 
the Committee was perfected by Mr. Henry himself, and the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor recognizes the great attention which he has given for several years to the 
important subject of the identification of criminals. 

40. Character of offcers—The Inspector-General again notices the 
excellent services of Messrs. Giles, Pratt and Masters, Deputy Inspectors-General, 
and of Mr. Showers, his Personal Assistant. The names of the District Super. 
intendents, Assistant Superintendents and Inspectors favourably mentioned in 

aph 43 of the report will be noted in the big ee oe Department. 
Mtr. eury himself has for years administered the department with great 
efficiency, and the thanks of Government are again due to him.

The net revenue shows an increase of 58 per cent. against an increase of 
2:08 per cent, in the revious year. The gross receipts, including advance 
payments and excess co ections, und making allowance for various pe Bway 
amounted to Rs. 49,15,713, of which Rs. 47,77,144 represent the receipts on 
account of the current demand for the year. 

3. There wasa decrease in the final demandin the districts of Dacca,

The Lieutenant-Governor observes with pee that the prescribed 
standard was attained in Muzaffarpur and the 24-Parganas during the year. 
Singhbhum shows a considerable, and Caleutta and Darbhanga a slight improve- 
ment. No explanation is given of the appearance of Puri and Manbhum in the 
list, and it is hoped that the collections o: the current year in these districts will 
show a better result. 
6. Assessments.—The number of assessors employed during the year was 
49, the same number as in the previous three years. The number of villages 
(including streets in Calcutta) visited by these assessors was 72,220, against 
69,450 in 1895-96. It is explained that in certain districts more attention was 
iven to towns, and consequently the visits made to villages were fewer. 
Time ought not to be spent in visiting small villages when it can be better 
employed in making more careful assessment elsewhere; still enquiries 
should be extended to all villages in which new assessees are likely to be 
discovered. ‘The Lieutenant-Goyernor agrect with the opinion of the Board 
that Income-tax Deputy Collectors should pay more attention to their dut 
of revising the assessments in towns, in order that the assessors may be le 
more free to visit as many villages as possible. The Board remark that Income- 
Tax Deputy Collectors may well be employed on other revenue work, but that 
they should not be given criminal cases to try. Rules to this effect have already 
been issued under the orders of Goverament contained in the Financial 
Department letter No. 20898.R., dated the 30th March 1894. The number 
of persons finally assessed was 111,190, against 108,901 in 1895-96, showing an 
increase of 2'1 per cent. Calcutta again shows the largest increase (1,268), 
followed by Midnapur, Mymensingh, Saran, etch and Jessore, which show 
increases ranging rom 298 to117. Nodistrictshowsa reduction of more than 
100, except the 24-Parganas and Purnea, where the decrease was 240 and 128, 
respectively. The decrease in the 24-Parganas is attributed to insufficient 
rainfall, which affected the paddy and sugarcane cultivation and the fisheries in 
the Salt Water Lakes, while in Purnea depression of trade is assigned as the 
cause of the falling off. ;

Special « 
reasons: are given for special districts, but the chief cause assigned is the 
straitened condition of assessees, owing to failure of crops or loss in trade. 
There is evidently still much room for improvement both in making and in 
revising the assessments, 

8. Incidence of the tax.—The average incidence of the tax in the whole 
Province (excluding the tax on the interest on Government securities and the 
salaries of Government officials) was Re. 1 to ee 16:3 persons, against an 
average of Re. 1 to every 17°2, persons in the preceding year. Outside Calcutta, 
_ the average incidence was Re. 1 to 83°2 inhabitants. rjeeling continues to 

show the highest mufassal average, Re. 1 to every 4 persons; while the inci- 
dence was lowest in Cuttack, Re, 1 to 85 persons. In Calcutta the average 
incidence was Re. 1 to every ‘4 persons, and 1 person in every 37 was 
assessed to the tax. The proportion of persons assessed for the whole of 
Bengal was 1 to 640, against/1 to 653 in the previous year.

‘The number of distress warrants issued was smaller than in the previous 
r, but the cases in which ; iar was sold rose from 817 in 1895-96 to 337 
in the year under review, The proportion of warrants issued onthe number 
of persons assessed was above 10 per cent. in the districts of Darbhanga (13*3), 
' Singhbhum (11°9) and Jessore (11°). These figures show an improvement on 
the results of the previous year, when seven districts showed high pin ee se 
and five of ‘them returned percentage of over 13. As in the two prec ing 
years, sales of distrained property were most numerous in Jessore, Sine and 
Rangpur. In twelve districts, including Calcutta, no such sales were found 
necessary. In Calcutta, however, the number of distress warrants issued increased 
from 684 to 850, which is reported to be due to wilful neglect on the part of 
assessees to pay on receipt of the demand notices. 

11, The amount of tax collected under section 9 (2) of the Income-tax 
Act, which permits managers of companies or other employers of labour to 
undertake the collection of the tax from their employés on receipt of a commis- 
sion from the Government, was Rs. 2,87,934 against Rs, 2,74,233 in the 
preceding year; and the number of companies, &e., who undertook to collect 
the tax mB rose from 318 to 820. Five of these, however, failed to out 
the collection, and the tax had to be realized by the district officers. The Collector 
of Income-tax, Caleutta, succeeded during the year in inducing several of the local 
firms to collect the tax on behalf of Government, The system is not calculated 
to work with any great advantage, unless the number of e loyés is large, in 
which case the commission allowed is remunerative to the aaplege, and repays 
Government by the amount of relief afforded to the collecting establishment, ’ 

12, Lapenditure-—The expenditure incurred in the working of the tax 
fell from Rs, 1,81,774 in 1895-96 to Rs. 1,79,599. In view of the larger 
collections, this decrease is very satisfactory. 

13. General remarks —The systemof payment of income-tax by money-order 
continues, it is said, to become more popular, The Lieutenant-Governor will be 
glad to have the Board’s final views on proposal to print the income-tax coupon 
on the money-order form itself, instead of affixing it, as now, to the form, a practice 
which is reported to cause inconvenience and hardshi to the assessees. The 
proposal to open a sub-treasury in the office of the Colleceatat Tncome-tax, Cal- 
cutta, should be submitted separately, A few cases of embezzlement of a tri ae g 
character were discoyered during the year. Three persons were convicted 
personating assessors and oe the tax. Publi feeling in regard 
to the tax remains the same, t! ugh it finds less expression, as the people are 


beginning to realise more generally that the tax cannot be avoided. 
_ 14. The names of the Deputy Collectors specially reported by the Board as 
having done good service will be communicated to the Appointment tment. 
15. The thanks of the Government are due to the Board for their

2. Patna Division. Prospects of crops, prices, &c.—The condition of the 
district of Patna continued good, except for a slight rise in prices. ‘I'he Commis- 
sioner expects a full average bhadoi harvest, although some of the crops sown 
have been damaged. by floods. Gaya remained the most prosperous district 
in the Division, The bhadoi crops, which are three weeks earlier than usual, 
were doing well, and the transplantation of winter rice was going on rapidly. 

8. fn some of the remaining five districts, dealt with in this and the 
following paragraphs, anxiety was felt during the first two weeks of the period, 
in consequence of a break in the rains, The heavy fall of the 23rd to 25th 
June was followed by dry, close, oppressive weather, with a curious haze and a 
high temperature, and in some districts, a west wind, and the result was that the 
bhadot crops, which had come by began to wither, and the transplanting of 
winter rice was impossible. The succeeding three weeks brought plentiful 
rain throughout the Division, and completely removed the | aa wage previ- 
ously felt, The rain was broken by intervals of sunshine and has been followed by 
a period of fine weather; these conditions were what the crops required, and pro- 
spects are now reported tobe excellent, except in certain flooded tracts of Saran, 
in the Hajipur Subdivision of the district of Muzaffarpur, and in the papaaetines 
Subdivision of Darbhanga. Writing on the 11th August 1897, Mr. Bourdil on 
says that, with the exception of these tracts and of some parts of the Sitamarhi 
Subdivision of Muzaffarpur and the Madhubani Subdivision of Darbhanga, —

The numbers given. in this table are as shown in the weekly telegraphic 
reports published in the Calcutta Gazette corrected up to date. The percentages 
rose in Biehabad and Saran. In the former district, relief works having been 
closed in the last week of July, the numbers above shown for the 3ist July 
were all on gratuitous relief. The Commis-ioner is satisfied that relief was 

iven to none but those who deserved it under the provisions of the Code.

The cause of the increase in Saran has already been stated. In Muzaffar- 
ur the numbers had gone down, but they rose again in the last week of July. 
he increase was most marked in Hajipur and Sitamarhi, and is stated to have 

been due to the partial absence of rain during the last week of J uly, when the 
fall was 4°57 inches at Muzaffarpur, but only 1°55 at Hajipur and 1°60 at Sita- 
marhi. The result was that the weeding of the bhadoi being over and not 
enough rain having fallen for the transplanting of winter rice, many labourers 
came back to the works for employment.

Shahabad.—“ The rate per 1,000 cubic fect in this district has been calculated on the 
wages of task workers only. The District Engineer of Shahabad reports that all the totals 
have not yet been checked, but the quantities have been ig. checked by him, the 


Subdivisional Officer and Superintendents. The District Hoginoer has also instituted 
a further check by taking the chai up to a certain date and checking it with the estimates 


which have been regularly for each work as if it were an ordinary work of the 
District Board. In nearly every instance the amounts actually measured and paid for by the 
officers in charge are below the estimates by about the quantity which will be required 
for final dressing (the work is only rough dressed at present), and it therefore appears that 
the measurements have been honestly and carefully done. This, the Magistrate says, is borne 
out by the fact that the check measurements made by the different inspecting officers 
correspond with reasonable accuracy with measurements shown in the books a in one 
instance on the Jahanabad-Mullipur road, where the measurements were found to be faulty: 
It will be remembered that Mr. Toogood checked a number of mvasurements in the Bhabhua 
subdivision and found them remarkably correct.” 


In Saran the Code procedure as described above has been followed, and it 
is stated that the measurements of the work completed are now in progress. 
The same procedure has been followed in the remaining districts, with regard to 
which the Commissioner writes:— 

Champaran. —“'Yhe tanks that were undertaken as relief works are only now being 
completed. Their deepening down to lowest water-level was Ly sare until the latter part of 
May and in June, before the rains began, and since the rains began the slopes have been 
alertakeo. Consequently, the final measurements have not yet been taken. In one tank, 
however, which was deepened as far as it was possible to do so, final measurements have been 
mage and reported to the Collector, and they amount to just 80 per cent. of the quantity 
shown in the returns. Mr. Macpherson argues that. as fines are graduated according to defi- 
ciencies of 124 per cent. in the task set, the work actually done as finally measured was 84 
per cent. of what would earn the full wage, but the actual payments amounted to only 90 per 
cent. of the full wage : consequently the overpayment due to lax measurement was only 7'L 
percent. On the great bulk of the civil works no qualified sub-overseers were available, 
and the measurements have been made by.an untrained staff. The above work, the Oollector 
says, may be regarded as fairly representative of the average; at any rate, it need not be 
accepted as a specially favourable specimen of relief works,” 

Muszaffarpur.—*The measurements made by the sub-overseers, have been subjected to 
constant check by superior officers, and in cases where it has been possible to make a reliable 
estimate of quantities, such as on the Baghmati canal, the Baya nala cutting, &e., these 
have been compared, chain by chain, with the standard measurement book in which is noted 
the estimated quantities. In existing road work where the section varies every fow foot, the 
measurements have been checked as frequently as possible by each inspecting officer by 
blocks of pits. In Hajipur under civil agency the completed works were measured up, and 
in most cases found to agree very fairly with the amounts shown to have been done. In 
most instances there was a small deficiency in this and in the Sitamarhi subdivisions, but 
not more than was reasonable or than might have been expected under the circumstances. ” 

Darbhanga.— The reported cost rates haye been arrived at from the weekly returns 
of the officers in charge as directed in the foot-note to Form 5, and these latter are supposed 
to duly test the measurements. This is a point to which the Oharge Superintendents have 
always paid much attention, and the Collector believes that the measurements are now 
generally fairly accurate all over his district.”

Lieutenant-Governor has directed the Commissioner to reduce. Gratuitous 
relief was granted entirely from the Indian Famine Charitable Relief Fund. 

In the last report it was stated that the heavy rain during the latter half

division, Since then a long interval of fine weather has enabled the crops 
swamped by the heavy downpour to recover and afforded further eres 
of sowing.

The Commissioner writes that even in ordinary years there is 
a want of employment in this tract. Some gratuitous relief was given through 
the police, the average daily number relieved during the last week of July 
being 21. In Pabna the millet which has been reaped is reported to be a 
bumper crop. The aus or autumn paddy is said to have been injured by the 
break in the rains. There were five test works open against four at the end 
of June. The number of test workers on the 30th June was 1,397. It rose 
to 2,316 on the 7th July, and then fell gradually to 1,620 on the 15th, “The 
total number of workers on the 31st July was 487, while the number on 
Government gratuitous relief on the same date was 52. 

16. Burdwan Livision—Bankura is the only affected district in the Burd- 
wan Division. From about the 26th of June there was a break in the rains, 
which rendered prospects in that district extremely gloomy. Copious rain 
again PERRY to fall about the 7th July, just in time to save the crops 
in the ground, which in the north of the district had begun to wither. This was 
succeeded on the 16th July by another prolonged break which lasted till the 
end of the month, Since then copious rain has again fallen, and the transplan- 
tation of the winter rice is in progress. During the latter half of July thana 
Raipur and independent outpost Simlapal were added to the affected tracts, 
and the total distressed area is now 1,053 square miles with a population of 
412,842. The added tracts, like the greater part of the affected area in this 
district, consist to a great extent of jungle and low hills, and are extremely 
backward in communications, education and in other respects. Last year’s 
winter rice crop was estimated at only 4 annas, and there is practically no 
importation. Many Sonthal and other labourers have migrated from this to 
other districts in search of work. In many villages bhadoi food-crops other 
than ‘rice are grown to some extent by Sonthals, and the Collector reports that 
the ripening of these should begin to relieve the present distress, There 
were 28 relief works open in or near the affected tracts with 1,420 relief 
workers on the 3lst July, against 17 works with 1,872 workers at the end 
of June. The average daily number on gratuitous relief in the last week of 
July was 8,389, or 2:03 per cent. of the total population of the affected tracts. 
The corresponding number at the end of June was 6,507, which was 26 per 
cent. of the population, 258,000, ofthe area then affected. 

On the night of the 14th July, the highest flood on record took place inthe 
Damodar river, and about 50 villages in thana Sonamukhi were inundated. About 
1,400 houses are reported to have been damaged and 1,100 families rendered 
homeless. Much damage has been done to rich arable lands, which have been 
covered with/a thick 2 of sand.

I nave the honour to forward, herewith, under Sections 13 and 24 of the 
Famine Code, my Report on famine relief operations in the Patna Division dur- 
ing the first-half of August 1897. The weeks comprised in the period under 
report are those ending on Saturday the 7th and 14th August. 


Parr I,—Iyrropucrory. ‘ 
2, On the 7th August, a Conférence was held at fen pig under my pre- 
sidency, at which were present the Collectors of Shahabad (Mr. Windsor), Cham- 
aran (Mr. Macpherson), Muzaffarpur (Mr. Mesde), and Darbhanga (Mr. Carlyle). 
Mtr. Chapman, Collector of Saran, was unavoidably absent, and Mr. C. A, Mills, 
Inspector of Famine Relief Works, Bihar, was unable to attend the Conference, 
put arrived shortly afterwards. The object of the meeting was to discuss the 
prospects of the crops, the condition of the people and the movement of prices ; 
also to settle the details of the steps to be taken to bring relief to an end, The 
conclusions arrived at were embodied in my Circular No. 30 of the 12th 
instant; briefly, it was arranged that, in tracts where there is good bhadoi, 
relief works should all be closed by the 1st September, but that in tracts where 
there is no bhadoi, they might, if need be, be kept open till the middle of that 
month, Gratuitous relief is to be cut down first in tracts where the bhadoi is 
good, and, as soon as prices ease a little, kitchens are to be opened for all 
children who choose to attend, and for all persons on our gratuitous lists, 
except those who are physically incapable of attending them : all other persons 
are to be told that, unless they accept cooked food, they will receive no 
relict. On the Ist October, all gratuitous relief of all kinds will cease. It will 
be arranged that the sick in the poor-houses will be transferred to the local 
hospitals.

In 
the fortnight under review, the total imports by rail and river amounted to 
1,29,927 maunds, against 1,60,705 maunds in the previous three weeks. The 
exports were, respectively, 8,521 maunds and 20,894 maunds, so that the 
balance in favour of the district was 1,21,406 maunds or 60,703 a week, 
against 1,39,811 maunds, or an average of 46,603 maunds a week in the 
previous period.

24. To my disappointment, there has been no reduction in the number - 
of relief works, and the numbers on relief works have actually risen during 
the last week of the period under review. Almost ‘all Porc’ are now in 
two ps, one in the south-east corner of the Gopalganj Subdivision under 
Mr. lene. and the other, on the borders of the Sadar and Sewan Subdivisions 
near Baniapore Police station. On a large number of them, dressing and 









_ finishing is going on, with weakly gangs and many women and children. In

25. The Hatwa works employed a few labourers in finishing and 
dressing. The Collector has now ordered them to be closed, 

_26. The numbers in receipt of gratuitous relief still remain high, though 
' they are lower than they were on the last day of July, It is obvious that 
these will decline more slowly than the numbers on relief’ works, but I hope 
that the substitution of kitchen relief for relief in villages, mentioned in para- 
graph 2 above, will cause a rapid reduction, A glance at Form 6 will show 
that the numbers are large only in the West Chitpra, Sewan and. East Gopal- 
ganj Charges, t.c., the bad tracts of tho district as above stated. The Collector 
has already closed gratuitous relief in certain parts of his district, and has given 
orders for the gradual withdrawal of it from other areas, in conformity with the 
general instructions he has received. 

27. Part of the scheme for closure consists in the opening of more kitchens, 
and there are now 40 of these in the district, as against 28 when Mr. Chapman 
last_ reported. The average number relieved daily during the last week was 
7,672 persons against 4,283 in the last week of July. Of this number, 6,877, 
or 89'6 per cent. were children. 

28. The Government poor-houses housed a daily average of 245 persons, 
against an average of 203, and the Hatwa poor houses contained a daily 
average of 428 persons, against 483. 

29, The total number of persons relieved from the Charitable Fund 
during the period under report is returned at 7,108. As no one of these is 
shown twice over, this sum may be taken as the daily average. 

30. Champaran.—But for the somewhat critical ‘condition of West 
Bettiah, the accounts from this district would be very satisfactory. The crops 
are good and numbers both on works and in receipt of gratuitous relief are

Si. During the first few days of the fortnight, good rain fell, but from 
about the 3rd gi till the 14th, there has been an almost unbroken stretch of 
fine weather. The defect at the end of the fortnight was 12°66 inches at 
Motihari, and was actually greater than at the corresponding date in 1896.

is wanted in Sitamarhi. ‘The numbers on relief works are not falling much, i 
and those on gratuitous relief, contract slowly, 

42, Rainfall during the pe > a under review has been capricious and 
unevenly distributed. At the end of July, the Sadar station was short by 1:77 
inches, Hajipur by 1:11 and Sitamarhi by 5:05. During the period under 
report, Stipe Marper received 3 94 inches, Hajipur 2°59 and Sitamarhi only 2°65, 
8o that the latter place is still in considerable defect, but during the fortnight, 
the worst portion of Sitamarhi, viz. Pupri, received a fall of 8-49 inches which 
brought it up into line, and since the fortnight closed, sufficient rain has fallen 
all over the district, Muzaffarpur itself -receiving nearly 2% inches in the week 
ee the 31st. ; 

he broad result is that, except in parts of Sitamarhi, the prospects of the 

crops are excellent. Here, as in Saran, the Collector reports that an unusually 

large area has been sown with makai, marwa, and other mi lets, and he anticipates 

a full crop all over the district.

_ 44. The Railwa stntintion, are again incomplete, and I have once more 
written to the Traffic Manager on the subject. As the Returns from Bhagwan- 
pur, one of the most important stations in the district, are missing for the 
week ending the 7th instant, the figures are very defective. However, it 
appears, so far as they go, that the imports during the fortnight were 71,175 
maunds and the exports 2,051, the figures for the previous three weeks having 
been 1,17,032 maunds, and 7,971 maunds respectively. The balance in favour of 
the district was, therefore, 69,124 maunds or an average of 34,562 maunds a 
week, against a balance of 1,09,061 maunds or 86,353 maunds a week in the 
premous period.

That Department 
has now only five works open, as against 54 under the Collector. 

46, It will be seen that, on task-work, the numbers keep up, which is due 
chiefly toa large rise in the Hajipur Subdivision, occasioned by too light a 
task on one work and perhaps on others, owing to the extremely easy conditions 
of the work: this has been corrected. The piece-workers have fallen off greatly, 
as the Bagmati Canal has been closed, and only the Bayanulla and’one other 
work are kept open for piece-works: these will shortly be closed. The numbers 
on daily wage, without task, are well kept down, and the outturn and cost-rate, 
better than ever. 


47. The table in Mr, Maude’s 9th paragraph shows the figures for each 
Charge in the two weeks for persons, not male units, It shows, on the whole, a 
decrease, which would have been universal, but for the great rise of 103 per 
cent. in the Lalganj Charge, which has been referred to above. 

48, There were no pr’yate relief works during the fornight, as the 
Darbhanga Raj have closed theirs at Parihar. 

49. The average daily numbers of adult units on gratuitous relief have 
fallen during the fortnight by 4:23 per eent, A table in Mr. Maude’s 33rd para- 
graph shows that, as regards village relief under Vhapter V of the Code, there 
has been a general, though slight, falling off in all Subdivisions, but there has 
_ been a rise in the number of those relieved at kitchens, which is all part of the 
policy decided upon for the Division. Though is not so stated, I believe that 
this reduction is partly due to orphans and respectable women being transferred 
to the lists of the Charitable Fund Committee. 

50. Kitchens have increased in numbers by two, being 74 against 72. The 
numbers have fallen from a daily average of 17,074 persons to one of 16,697. 
The ratio of children at these kitchens was 89°15 per eent. The new orders 
about developing kitchens have not yet had time to operate, but as soon as they 
have, it is expected that the numbers relieved at kitchens will increase, and those 
gratuitously relieved at their villages, will decline still more rapidly. 

51. Pocmturmice play but a small die in this district, and the daily average 
number of inmates was only 433 against 447. In the Darbhanga Raj poor- 
house at Parihar, a daily average, of 411 persons was fed and housed during the 
fortnight. The Darbhanga Raj relieved gratuitously an average of 1,422 
persons per diem in the period under report, as against 1,048 in the previous 
period. 

52, The figures given for expenditure from the Charitable Fund for July, 
show that Rs, 40,795 have actually been expended to the end of the mon 
that Rs. 94,807 aro with the District Committeo, and Rs. 63,742 with Local 
Committees. 

53. Darbhanga.—All goes well in this district now, though, during the 
fortnight under review, the Collector was anxious about rain for the Madlubani 
Subdivision. The numbers on relief works have fallen, but those on gratuitous 
relief are about the same. é 

54. During the first week of August, good rain fell all over the district, 
the mean of 20 registering stations being 3°34 inches; but in the second 
week, the fall was much lighter, averaging only 0°71 of an inch: this was well - 
enough for the southern half of the district where the bhadoi was coming on 
and transplanting was practically over, but not enough for the tract north of 
Darbhanga, where transplanting was seriously retarded up till the date of the 
Collector’s report, viz. the 20th instant. Since that, however, I learn b 
telegram, on the 23rd idem, that good rain has fallen all over Madhubam, 
probably sufficient for transplantation. 

55. In these circumstances, the outlook is exceptionally good: the bhadoi 
over a great part of the district is reported to be a bumper crop, so that even 
taking into consideration the places where it is bad, the district, as a whole, will 
have more than an average crop. ‘he rice will all be transplanted in Madhu- 
bani by the end of the present week, and the prospects of the crops are every~
